‘The state air pollution control agency 
will give residents an opportunity 
tonight to express their views on a plan 
designed to curb iead pollution in the 
Quad-City area 

Tonight’s Illinois Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency (IEPA) hearing will 
center around lead control strategies to 

incorporated in enforceable decrees 
for three local firms situated in the 
high-lead pollution area. 

The state estimates annual control 
costs of about $331,000 for the com- 
panies, with about 90 percent of that 
sum to be financed by Taracorp, Inc., 
16th Street and Cleveland Boulevard. 
The other two firm involved are St. 


Louis Lead Recyclers and Tri-City 
Trucking, both Taracorp neighbors. St. 
Louis Lead Recyclers was designed to 
recycle batteries from the lead pile in 
an environmentally-acceptable 
fashion, but has been forced to remain 
closed (see related editorial today) 

Tonight's hearing will begin at 6:30 in 
the Granite City Township Building, 
2060 Delmar Ave. It is open to the 
public. 

The state plan was formed after the 
U.S. EPA found portions of Granite Ci- 
ty, Venice and Nameoki townships ex- 
ceed the national lead standard and 
that residual lead build-up in the soil is 
contributing significantly to airborne 
lead levels 

The state has issued a warning to 


residents living near the Taracorp lead 
smelter that they should keep their 
children from eating outdoors or play- 
ing in the dirt 

Blood tests are continuing to be con- 
ducted to check for high levels of lead 
contamination among those residents. 
No toxic levels have been detected. 

According to the State Implementa- 
tion Plan (SIP) for Lead, all three firms 
have indicated their willingness to 
undertake measures outlined by the 
state during negotiation sessions on the 
issue. A final agreement and state plan 
are tentatively expected Sept. 30. 

Meanwhile, the IEPA has denied the 
environmental operating permits 
Taracorp needs to run its blast furnace.

Sasyk assails police report

Mayor Mike Sasyk vehemently ad- 
dressed the Madison City Council 
members Tuesday night in strong ob- 
jection to a police department report 
listing five officers who did not make 
one traffic arrest during the month of 
August.

ty. 1 will ask the council members and 
Police’ Board for some action on this 
when the legality is confirmed.” 

“I do not intend to have another 
report like this one, and I do not think 
the officers should just drive through 
the city for an entire shift,"’ the mayor 
emphasized. . 

According to the report, Sergeant 
Norris Horton, Detective Sergeant Paul 
Bargiel, Patrolman Tom _ Voloski, 
Patrolman William Weidner and 
Patrolman Richard Asperger were 
Jisted as having made no traffic arrests 
guring the month of August. 

The report listed the remaining five 
officers as making a total of 18 traffic 
arrests for the month. 

During August, vacation days were 
taken by Sgt. Horton (six days), 
Patrolman Voloski (14 days), 
Patrolman Weidner (13 days) and 


Patrolman Frank Baczewski (seven 
days). Baczewski also was credited 
with eight traffic arrests. 

Patrolman Frank Baczewski’s re- 
quest for a 90-day leave of absence to 
begin on Sept. 23, was rejected Tuesday 
night by the aldermen after learning of 
the suspected reason for the request.

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Steel profit for 1 983 


National Intergroup, Inc., 
became the parent firm of National 
Steel Corp. on Tuesday, seems likely to 
post an operating profit for 1983, Chair- 
man Howard M. Love said. 

He is a former president of Granite 
City Steel, which has been a wholly- 
owned subsidiary of National Steel 
since 1971. 

The new company, symbolized by NII 
on the New York Stock Exchange, ex- 
pects to experience a net loss for the 
current year but sees better times 
ahead, aided by diversification. 

Employees at Weirton, W.Va., will 
vote Sept. 23 on whether to purchase the 
Weirton steel division from National's 
Steel Group. 

If approved, that action would leave 
Great Lakes Steel near Detroit, Granite 
{ity Steel and Midwest Steel near 
Chicago as the corporation's principal 
steelmaking centers. Weirton makes 
steel and also is a major producer of 
tinplate. 

Although times remain difficult in the 
steel industry generally, National has 
become the first major producer to 


achieve profitable steel operation since 
the current recession began. The firm 
has taken extensive steps to curb pro- 
ductign costs. 

National Intergroup is emphasizing 
not only steel but financial services, 
aluminum, distribution, energy and 
other businesses. ; 

Corporatewide, while an operating 
profit for 1983 is being publicly discuss- 
ed, it probably will not be enough to off- 
set a $100 million write-off. The write- 
off, taken in the second quarter on the 
scheduled Weirton sale, will help cause 
a net loss in National Intergroup’s first 
annual report in early 1984. 

Chairman Love estimated that 1983 
revenue will total $2.6billion. , 

National is the fourth largest steel 
manufacturer. in the nation. Tonnage 
projections indicate it’ would be the 
seventh biggest in the U.S. following the 
Weirton transaction, leaving National 
with annual steelmaking capacity of 5.9 
million tons. 

The present capacity figure of 8.5 
million tons compares to more than 11 
million in 1980. 

Steel in 1982 represented 62 percent of 
National's business. That proportion 


will decrease as the firm expands in 
other fields, but will not go below 50 per, 
cent, Love has predicted. 

For calendar 1982, National Steel had 
a net loss of $462.8 million on revenue of 
$3.09 billion. Some domestic 
steelmakers lost more than $1 billion 
each last year, 

The $462.8 million deficit included net 
charge-offs of $319.1 million from the 
Weirton proposal and from the closing 
of other facilities.

Seek revised handicapped infant ‘hotline’ regulations 


Citing the “negative 
character"’ of a proposed 
notice to be posted in 
hospitals to prohibit 
discrimination against han- 
dicapped infants, the 
Catholic Health Association 
of the United States (CHA) 
has asked for the U.S. 
Department of Health and 
Human Services (HHS) to 
allow modification of. the 
notice in the nation’s 
hospitals. 

The CHA’s comments 
came in a letter from CHA 
President John E. Curley Jr. 
to Betty Lou Dotson, director 
of the HHS Office of Civil 
Rights. Comments on the 
proposed federal regulations 
are due today. 

‘The proposed HHS regula- 
tions, which would replace 
previously withdrawn rules, 
require posting of notices in 
nursing stations pointing out 
that denial of medical treat- 
ment to handicapped 
newborns is a violation of 
federal antidiscrimination 
laws and should be reported 
to the federal government. 

A 24-hour ‘‘hotline’’ 
number is listed for repor- 
ting such incidents. The 
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federal regulations stem 
from the Infant Doe case in 
Bloomington, Ind., where a 
newborn retarded infant was 
allowed to starve to death 
after his parents refused cor- 
rective surgery on his effec- 
tive esophagus. 

Curley said that compared 
to the withdrawn rules, the 
currently notice 
reduces the potential for 
‘well-meaning but 
groundless and imprudent 
phone calls triggering un- 
necessary federal intrusions 
into the internal operation of 
hospitals’* because it would 
require notices in nursing 
stations rather than public 
access areas. 

However, Curley said, the 
proposal appears to still be 
based on the underlying 
assumption that hospitals 
will protect the rights of han- 
dicapped new borns only 
under threat of legal penal- 
ty 

“To allow such an in- 
ference would be an affront 
to the Judeo-Christian 
values that have always 
animated Catholic health 
care and have earned such a 
high level of community 
trust,” Curley wrote. 

“‘However, unintended by 
suggesting that traditional 
values may no longer be 
operative within our 
hospitals, the notice might 
subtly erode patient con- 
fidence, institutional morale 
and community support. 

“Catholic hospitals, along 
with the overwhelming ma- 
jority of other hospitals, 
have always respected the 
rights of handicapped in- 
fants, and have done so ir- 
respective of the mandate of 
federal law.”” 

The revision sought by 
Curley would preface the 
federal ban against 
discrimination with a state- 
ment of the hospital’s policy 
toward handicapped 
newborns that would ‘give 
the notice a “more positive 
tone.” The proposed’ CHA 
Notice reads: 

“This hospital has a long 
tradition of caring for the 
people of this community. 
We treat all patients with 
dignity, respect and compas- 
sion. 

“Because of our commit- 
ment to serve the best in- 
terests of all of our patients, 
including handicapped in- 
fants, we direct your atten- 
tion to the federai law regar- 
ding nondiscrimination 
against the handicapped; 
and to the following notice: 
Discriminatory failure to 
feed and care for handicap- 
ped infants is prohibited by 
this hospital and by federal 
law." 

Under the proposed CHA 
Revision, the hospital ad- 
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ministrator also would be 
contacted by the person noti- 
fying the federal govern- 
ment of an alleged violation, 
and both the hospital and the 
HHS would hold the caller's 
identity confidential. 

Curley added that the CHA 
agrees with the govern- 
ment’s concern to protect 
handicapped newborns, but 
that CHA Also is concerned 
about federal intervention in 
the issue. 

“It is an important 
hallmark of any civilized 
society that vulnerable in- 
dividuals (E.G., handicap- 
ped newborns) be treated 
with compassion and accord- 
ed the same rights and 
benefits as other persons,” 
he wrote. 

‘‘Notwithstanding our 
agreement with the ... intent 
behind the department's pro- 
posed rulemaking, it.is im- 
portant to vote that for a 
variety of reasons .CHA 
viewed the department’s 
earlier initiative in this area 
with some concern. 

“First, CHA firmly 
believes that the govern- 
ment should not become in- 
volved in treatment’ deci- 
sions unless it has clear 
evidence that the rights of 
persons are being violated 
and that a significant poten- 
tial exists for such violations 
to continue.” 

Curley said the CHA, in 
most cases; believes treat- 
ment decisions are best left 

the parents, aided as 
necessary, for example, by 
the attending physician, 
hospital ethics committee, 
other family members, 
pastoral cake, and social 
service personnel: 

le said the rience of 
CHA member facilities HHS 
shown that many difficult 
and delicate treatment. deci- 
sions that are ethical and 
noniscriminatory can be 
misunderstood. 

Curley said the poposed 
HHS’ regulations appear to 
strengthen the judsification 
for federal intervention and 
make several imporant 
clarifications and distinc- 
tions in the term 
“discriminatory treatment” 
to mimimize disruption of 
hospital operations while 
still protecting the 
vulnerable handicapped in- 
fant. 

In further comments, 
Curley emphasied CHA does 
not support federally 
mandated hospital internal 
review boafds on these 
issues, even though CHA 
believes voluntary and in- 
dependent hospital-based 
ethics committees can offer 
valuable assistance. 

“Although ethics commit- 
tees, as we call them, are 
widely used within Catholic 
health care, there is no 
single most effective form or 
process for such internal 
committes, and a federal 
mandate might appear to 
put a seal of approval on a 
given structure regardless of 
its relative or actual merits 
in a given setting. 

“We encourage all 
hospitals to establish inter- 
nal processes to deal with 
these difficult issues, not on- 
ly respecting handicapped 
infants. But each facility 
should be left to devise the 
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structure and procedures 5 
that work best for it and for ~ 
its patients.”

EXPERT APPRAISING 
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Debate resolved over wiring in 


new apartments by Jim Green

Questions concerning the 
electrical wiring inserted in 
five new four-family apart- 
ment units and two new 10- 
family apartment units on 
Kathy Drive in Pontoon 
Beach dominated the Pon- 
toon Beach village board 
meeting Tuesday. However, 
the questions were resolved 
the following day. 

David Coakley, current 
building inspector for the 
village, contended that the 
aluminum wiring installed in 
the, units is ‘‘undersized” 
and must be replaced with 
properly-sized copper wiring 
before he would approve 
them. 

Larry Burton, Jim Green, 
and Darrell Layman, all of 
B&D Builders Construction 
Company, contended that 


the wiring is satisfactory 
and, along with their at- 
torney, Paul Riley of 
Edwardsville, presented in- 
spection approval slips sign- 
ed by the previous building 
inspector, L.W. Short. 

“We have complied with 
the code (National Elec- 
trical code) and some of the 
apartments are ready to be 
occupied,"’ Riley said. ‘‘It’s 
up to the board to change the 
ordinance complying with 
the code if they disagree. Un- 
til then, we have to rely on 
the current village code,"’ he 
added. 

Wednesday, Village Board 
President Paul Benhett in- 
vited an Illinois Power 
engineer to inspect the wir- 
ing and, with very minor 
changes, the wiring was ap- 
proved. Bennett says he con- 
siders the matter over, since 


IP has agreed to hook the 
apartments up. 

Tuesday night, prior to the 
IP inspection; Green argued 
that Coakley’s demand that 
“the undersized wiring has 
to come out’’ comes too late. 
Green stated, “We have 
followed the code, got in- 
spections and approval from 
his (Coakley’s) predecessor.

As we understand it, and we do not claim to have all 
the facts, an environmentally-safe method exists on 
the same premises to-reduce the lead pile. St. Louis 
Lead Recyclers has the largest battery recycling line 
in the country sitting right next to the pile. The line is 
designed to recycle the lead, acid and plastic cases, us- 
ing the most up-to-date technology to do the job rapidly 
and cleanly, without air or water Pollution. 

“We have the process, we have the customers, we 
just don’t have the: batteries {to process),"’ said Jim 
Stack, general manager of the company. Part of the 
problem is Taracorp, owner of the batteries, is in 


It is common in some quarters to condemn the 

United Nations for all the things that go wrong for the 
United States in the world. But after the Soviets shot 
down an undefended Korean airliner, killing 269 inno- 
cent people, and then claimed it only fired warning 
shots, America turned to the U.N. Security Council to 
expose Soviet lies to the world. :

The changes, 
ranged from increasing the 
homestead exemption, to re- 
quiring 10 percent of the 
voters to approve any levy 
increase, to a Penalty for 
assessors who do not ap- 
praise homes within two per- 
cent of the actual value of 
the home for the purpose of 
determining real estate 
taxes. 

For the most part, the 
changes passed by our 
Political intellectuals in Spr- 
ingfield will have the same 


effect as rearranging the 
chairs on the Titanic and, un- 
fortunately, shows a supine 
understanding of appraising 
property.

Delivery for Venice 


Tiger Cubs BSA, that all- 
new of Scouting for the 7- 
year-old boy and a parent or 
other adult, will again join 
the traditional youth pro- 
grams of the Cahokia Mound 
Council, Boy Scouts of 
America, this fall.

Madison High School to forfeit all con- 
tests won in which Terrence partici- 
pated, and to retufh all awards won for 
contests in which he participated dur- 
ing the 1982-83 school year,” the state- 
ment said, 


Terry Hamilton, 42 


Hamilton, a 6-foot-5-inch center for 
the Trojans, participated in all but two 
of the Trojan’s 31 games. Frequently, 
Madison Coach Larry Graham alter- 
nated Hamilton and 6-foot-4-inch Keith 
Wyatt during the course of its contests. 

Until the IHSA’s recent ruling, the 
Trojan’s record for the 1982-83 season 


stood at 26-5, which included a berth to 
the Super Sectional at Eastern Illinois 
University at Charleston and a stunning 
come-from-behind 68-64 victory over 
East St. Louis Senior in the Centralia 
Holiday Tournament. 

The recent ruling, however, would 
effectively reduce the Trojan’s record 
to 2-29 for the 1982-83 season. * 

Hamilton’s role on the Trojan’s squad 
was an important one, Graham said, 
but hardly worth an additional loss of 24 
games. Last year, Hamilton averaged 
nine points a game and an equal 
number of rebounds. 

“Frankly, I don’t think the forfeitures 
will hurt our morale that much,” 
Graham said of his 1983-84 squad. ‘We 
know that we won those games and 
that’s all that matters."” 

Graham, whose team has had its last 
season pulled out from underneath him, 
took the news of the forfeitures well. 

“There may be some good, positive 
things for area teams that come out of 
this,"" Graham said referring to the 
stricter enforcement of eligibility rules 
which may result of the forfeitures. 

“There's seldom any questioning of 
an athlete’s eligibility. At least in this 
area there isn’t,"’ Graham said. 

Graham excluded Madison from 
violation of eligibility rules, and instead 
directed criticism at Lincoln High 
School 

“We've never knowingly violated any 
recruitment rules. When Hamilton 
came here we had every reason to 
believe everything was alright 
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“I think since they'd been ruled in- 
eligible, they (Lincoln) were head hun- 
ting, looking to pull someone else down 
with them,” Graham said in reference 
to the Antonio Rhodes ineligibility rul- 
ing. 

The Rhodes’ ruling which Graham 
referred to was the IHSA’s decision in 
June which declared Antonio Rhodes 
ineligible. 

Like Hamilton, Rhodes was a 
transfer student. Except, instead of 
transferring from Lincoln, as in 
Hamilton’s case, Rhodes transferred 
from Cahokia High School to Lincoln. 

For three years, Rhodes had been a 
member of the Comanche basketball 
team. His parents are residents of 
Cahokia, and his brother, Anthony, was 
a senior at Cahokia High School last 
year where he represented the Coman- 
ches on the hardwood. Despite the ap- 
parent ties to Cahokia, Antonio enrolled 
at Lincoin. 

Allegedly ,-Antonio was living with his 
aunt in East St. Louis during his senior 
year at Lincoln. Nevertheless, the IHSA 
ruled Antonio Rhodes ineligible, and 
Lincoln had to forfeit all the contests 
won in which he competed. Among 
those victories included a 58-57 victory 
over Collinsville in the first game of the 
Collinsville Sectional 

In that game, Rhodes poured in 23 
points and scored the winning basket 
with just five seconds remaining. 

It's that ruling, Graham alleges, that 
prompted the investigation into 
Hamilton’s eligibility

Podroza said body building done cor- 
rectly is relatively safe. However, there 
are a few dangers involved. Occasional- 
ly, there's the tendency to lift heavier 
weights than what the body is capable 
of doing. Various injurys can come 
from that. 


IT Ihe main danger for women body 
builders is the misuse of ster- 
oids. Podraza, who doesn't use steroids, 
said many of her competitors use 
steroids to build up muscle mass. 
Steroids add a male hormone which 
develop the muscles similar to the way 
a man’s muscles develop. 

“I have never used steroids,” 
Podraza said. ‘I don’t have the desire 
the build my muscles like a man. 
Besides, I don’t have hair growing on 
my chest like some of the other 
bodybuilders I know.”” 

On a more serious note, she said, ‘‘I 
am bodybuilding for my health, and I'm 
not out to destroy it with steroids. A lot 
of judges still judge on muscle mass 
rather than feminity. Eventually, I 
think they're going to outlaw steroids 
and we can all compete on a natural 
basis. Those who use them won't be 
able to pass the polygraph test they are 
considering using."” 

Body builders also have to go through 
other situations which could be 
dangerous for those who don’t know the 
proper methods of preparation for the 
meet. 

Six to eight weeks prior to a meet, 


Last Nov. 10, two and a half months 
into the school year, Hamilton 
registered at Madison High School. 

According to MHS Principal Dan 
Kostencki, when Hamilton registered 
at MHS, his parents presented cancell- 
ed utility checks for a Madison address 
as proof of residency. 

No suspicion yet. 

In March, after the Trojans lost to 
Lawrenceville, the eventual Class A 
state champions, Hamilton trasferred, 
back to Lincoln High School where he 
later graduated in May. 

“At that point,”’ Kostencki said, “I 
became suspicious. Until then, 
everything was fine. The possibility of 
him being ineligible hadn’t even cross- 
ed my mind until then. 

“I was powerless. I can’t make him 
stay... tell him, no, you can’t go back to 
Lincoin.”* 

Kostencki said the reason he was 
given for Hamilton’s departure was his 
inability fulfill Madison’s requirement 
of a semester of health classes. 

Richard Brooks, athletic director at 
Lincoln, was as surprised te see 
Hamilton return, to Lincoln as Kosten- 
cki was to see hirh leave Madison. 

“I've got to admit that it raised some 
eyebrows when he returned and later 
graduated from here, especially after 
transferring to Madison during basket- 
ball season,” Brooks said. “I thought 
we'd seen the last of Terry Hamilton.” 

“I can certainly: see how Madison 
Would have the right to say that, to ac- 
cuse us of tipping off the THSA. I can’t

Astroth heard from the . It 
was because of the lack of proof that 
Astroth declared Hamilton ineligible in 
September, more than a month after 
the appeals meeting in East St. Louis.

Girls finding room on Trojan's soccer squad

MADISON — Some boys in the Quad- 
Cities area may laugh at the notion of 
girls playing on their team, but at 
Madison High School, the boys. aren't 
laughing. 

Instead, they're helping senior 
Jowanda Boyd and juniors Jowanna 
Dillen and Cherri Ware get adjusted to 
their first year of soccer at the pro- 
grams.

workers. Other portions of the plant, in- 
cluding the fabrication of lead pro- 
ducts, currently use about 100 addi- 
tional employees. 

The state estimated the capital costs 
at $1 million for Taracorp to comply 
with the state lead SIP. The cost does 
not include cleaning up the large lead 
waste dump at the plant site. 

Specific control requirements in the 
plan call ‘for Taracorp to eliminate all 
traffic at the waste pile except for 
recycling purposes. 

Other Tequirements would require 
Taracorp to: 

— Fence all grounds to reduce wind 
erosion and inhibit public access. 

— Define all traffic routes on the 
plant grounds and to apply an asphalt 
treatment to all such roadways and 
parking lots. 

— Clean all traffic areas with a 
vacuum sweeper at least once a week. 

— Provide plant cover on all unpaved 


areas or to treat the grounds with an 
asphalt coating. 

— Cooperate with St. Louis Lead 
Recyclers to lessen traffic flow on plant 
grounds. 

— Require all plant traffic to use the 
main gate and prohibiting any vehicle 
used for on-site hauling to leave the 
grounds unless properly cleaned. 

— Provide hooding or exhaust covers 
for certain plant operations. 

In addition, Taracorp may need to 
reduce emissions from the blast fur- 
nace and other processes or to limit the 
number of hours the plant operates. 


St. Louis Lead Recyclers, a reclama- 
tion company, and Tri-City Trucking 
will both be required to follow traffic 
and road treatment regulations similar 
to Taracorp. Lead Recyclers also will 
be required to take measures to 
minimize the dust while mining 
Taracorp's lead waste pile.

Deciding on daytime care

Homemaking 

As busy fall agendas begin 
to take shape and more 
women decide to return to 
work outside of their homes, 
enrollments at day care 
centers are increasing. 

If you're among the many 
seeking day care for your 
child or children, you will 
want to match a center or 
day care home to you and 
your child's needs. 

While a day care provider 
won't be “raising” your 
child, it's important to select 
a facility you féel com- 
fortable and confident with, 
since your child will be spen- 
ding a significant amount of 
time there. 

A facility that is just right 
for one child may be totally 
wrong for another, even if 
the two are siblings. 

Your first decision in 
choosing suitable day care 
will be to weigh the pluses 
and minuses of day care 
centers versus family day 
care homes, where children 
are cared for most often by 
another mother in her own 
home. 

Family day care is often 
the best choice for infants 
and children under three 
years old, children who are 
handicapped, children 
whose parents work ir- 
regular hours, families with 
several children of different 
ages needing care, children 
who don’t function well in 
large groups, and school-age 
children needing care before 
and after school or during 
school vacations and 
holidays. 

‘On the other hand, the day 
care center is a good choice 
for children who are ready 
for a more structured educa- 
tional setting than a home 
can provide, who need 
regular full-day care, and 
who need an opportunity to 
interact with other children 
their own age. 

After you make a decision 
‘on which type of care facility 
you want for your child, you 


will want to answer some 
questions so you can further 
narrow down your choices. 

When visiting centers you 
are considering, ask 
yourself: Who will care for 
the child? What activities 
are provided for the child? 
What is the environment 
like? Consider discipline 
toilet training, feeding and 
eating patterns, insurance, 
and business details. 

You can help our children 
adjust to day care by pro- 
viding some simple prepara- 
tion. Discuss the center of 
home in positive terms. 
Perhaps take children for 
rides by a center or home 
several times before the 
child’s first day there, and 
encourage children to ask 
questions about the center or 
home. 

Watch for signs from your 
children to check how their 
adjustment is going and to 
evaluate their compatibility 
with the day care choice you 
made. 

For example, after a few 
weeks, children who are hap- 
py about their day care ar- 
rangement and who have 
made a successful adjust- 
ment usually will talk about 
what they have done during 
the day once they get home, 
talk about the caregiver and 
even quote him or her fre- 
quently, be eager to go but 
just as happy to leave the 
center or home, and continue 
the same eating and sleeping 
habits they had before. 

However, if after several 
weeks your child cries when 
taken to the center or home, 
becomes nervous or 
frightened whenever he or 
she can’t see you, or begins 
thumb-sucking, bed-wetting, 
refusing to eat or gives other 
indications of tension, you 
may need to meet with ‘the 
day care center staff or 
home care provider to see if 
they know what is troubling 
the child and have ideas for 
alleviating the problem. 

Remember, not every day 
care home or center is right

$108,061 

Lottery Supt. Michael J 
Jones said Adams selected 
his numbers using the bir- 
thdays of his wife, Shirley, 
and one of his two daughters, 
Sally Haugen of Steele, N.D. 

Adams’ prize is the third 
largest ever awarded by the 
Illinois State Lottery 
Findlay Mahaffey of Mat 
teson, IlI., won $3.6 million in 
the May 10 drawing, and 
three winners each collected 
$2.3 million in the Aug. 20 lot 
to 

Adams, 56, is manager of 
the Galesburg Chapter 
Credit Union. 

He said he is an infrequent 
lotto player and has played 
the game only three times in 
the past several. months, 
always playing the same 
numbers — 05, 06, 08, 21, 30 
and 31 

In addition to Adams’ 
grand prize, 346 players mat- 
ched five of the six winning 
numbers and each will col 
lect $1,100. 

Also, 16,035 players match 
ed four of the six and will 
each collect $35.50. 

Lotto is the state lottery’s 
only parimutuel game, in 
which prizes depend on lotto 
ticket ‘sales and on the 
number of winners in each 
prize category 

‘Adams’ prize was deter: 
mined in the following way 
Total lotto sales in the week 
before Saturday night's 
drawing , were $3,806,263. 
Those sales resulted in a 
grand prize pool of $932,534, 
enough cash to purchase a 
20-year annuity totaling 
$2,161,220. 

In weeks in which there is 
no grand prize winner, about 
80 percent of the cash in the 
grand prize pool is “rolled 
over” and added to the 
grand prize pool for the next 
week's drawing. There was 
no rollover in Adams’ prize 
since there was a grand 
prize winner in the Sept. 3 
lotto.
